Will America Win the War? 

A person was asked, “Do you think 
America will win the war?” And then he 
told of seeing a group of forty soldiers 
get drunk while coming on the train from 
St. Louis to Denver. It seemed to him that 
America’s prodigality and waywardness 
might cause us to lose the war. 

It seems to us that there is much for 
God to judge in America—and therefore, 
unless there be speedy repentance, the war 
will be a long and hard chastisement to us. 
But, in spite of our many and heinous na- 
tional sins, this country and Great Britain 
have two virtues that the axis powers do 
not have. America and Great Britain have 
done more than any other nations to en- 
courage the worldwide preaching of the 
Gospel; and, let it be remembered, God is 
very much interested in getting the Gospel 
of His Son to the nations of the world! 
And in the second place America and 
Great Britain have protected the rights of 
minorities, including the Jews. 

Hitler cannot win this war, for if Hitler 
wins, the Jews will be wiped out, and, as 
surely as God lives, you cannot destroy the 
Jew! God has promised Israel, “For I am 
with thee, saith the Lord, to save thee; 
though I make a full end of all nations 
whither I have scattered thee, yet will I not 
make a full end of thee; but I will correct 
thee in measure. .. . Thus saith the Lord, 
which giveth the sun for a light by day, 
and the ordinances of the moon and of the 
stars for a light by night— If those ordi- 
nances depart from before Me, saith the 
Lord, then the seed of Israel also shall cease 
from being a nation before Me forever.” 
(Jeremiah 30:10, 11; 31:35, 36.) Since 
America and Great Britain are protecting 
the Jews, it is clear God will protect them; 
for He has promised to keep Israel as a 
nation. He has a future purpose for the 
Jewish nation. They have a glorious fu- 
ture which will fully develop for them 
after the second coming of Christ. 

If Japan wins, they will drive the Chris- 
tian missionaries out of the Orient. Since 
it is God’s will that the gospel be preached 
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“to every creature” (Matt. 28:19, 20), we 
believe it is consistent with God’s will that 
Christians pray for the defeat of Japan 
and an Allied-Nations’ victory in the Pa- 
cific—Christian Victory, Feb., 1942. 


Whiskey 


According to a Los Angeles Times edi- 
torial, “the United States is the only major 
power affected by the war which has taken 
no steps to curtail the consumption of in- 
toxicating liquor as a measure of increasing 
efficiency in production. So far from cur- 
tailing ours, we are encouraging it to grow 
by making it possible to buy liquor in more 
than twice the number of places licensed 
to handle it in the preprohibition days. 
As one result, we have nearly 500,000,000 
gallons of high-proof whiskey in storage, 
as against under 300,000,000 in 1914.”

Japan Forgot to Remember 


Almost 100,000 were killed and many 
thousands left homeless when the earth- 
quake struck Japan in 1923, International 
News Service reminds us.

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The Anointed Teachen 


The word “anoint” comes from a He- 
brew word meaning to daub or to smear. 
A God-anointed man is a God-smeared 
man; he is all daubed up with God. Hal- 
lelujah! 

Anointing was applied to material ob- 
jects as well as to persons in Old Testa- 
ment times, i.e., Jacob anointing the pil- 
lar at Bethel, and David anointed to be 
king by Samuel. When it was applied to 
persons it most frequently took the form 
of oil being poured upon the head. It 
was believed, when applied to persons, that 
the anointing imparted a special endow- 
ment of the Spirit of the Lord upon the 
one thus anointed. Thus we read, con- 
cerning David, in 1 Samuel 16:13, “Then 
Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed 
him in the midst of his brethren: and the 
Spirit of the Lord came upon David from 
that day forward.” 

Very frequently we associate the word 
“anoint” with our feelings and make 
our anointing to depend upon how we 
feel at the instant. Now we grant that 
to feel the anointing is a wonderful thing 
indeed, but to say that one is not anointed 
of God unless he feels particularly unc- 
tionized at the moment is to state some- 
thing that is contrary to the teaching of 
God’s word. It is also manifestly con- 
trary to the experience of the prophets 
of God down through the centuries. 

The primary meaning of the word 
“anoint” is to consecrate, to set apart 
unto God for holy service. An anointed 
teacher, then, is one who is consecrated,— 
set apart, dedicated and devoted to his 
work as a teacher of the Word of God 
in the Sunday School department of the 
church. 

Personally, we feel that the expression 
“Sunday School” is somewhat unfortu- 
nate for in the minds of many the con- 
notation is that of a place for boys and 
girls to go at nine-thirty on Sunday morn- 
ing, to be followed by the service for adults 
at eleven o’clock. A more mature name 
for this department of the work of the 
church would be “Bible School.” This 
seems to convey something of maturity 
together with the implication that it is the 
whole church at study—certainly some-

thing to be greatly desired. 


Let us now look at Jesus, the supreme 
Teacher. Jesus is addressed no less than 
ninety times in the Gospels; in sixty of 
these He is addressed as “Teacher.” It 
is doubtless true that Jesus was more of 
a teacher than he was a preacher as we 
understand the term today. And what 
a Teacher He was! The prophet Isaiah 
foretold the coming of this Spirit-anointed 
Saviour. The prophecy is found in Isaiah 
61;1. Moffat renders the passage thus: 
“The Eternal has consecrated me, and 
sent me with good news for wretched 
men.” When Jesus had read this passage 
in the synagogue at Nazereth, he added 
these significant words: “Today, this scrip- 
ture is fulfilled in your hearing.” 


Peter records how this prophecy was 
fulfilled in the life of our Lord when he 
states to Cornelius, his relatives, and 
friends, the fact that God anointed (con- 
secrated) Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Spirit and power and that He went about 
doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed by the devil; for God was with 
Him. Jesus was a consecrated Teacher, 
for such is the meaning of the word 
“anoint.” 

Let us notice a few of the character- 
istics of this consecrated Teacher. In the 
first place He was devout. He attended 
the house of God regularly. The Gospels 
state: “As His custom was.” Church- 
attendance was customary with Jesus—not 
spasmodic. 

He was a man of prayer. He spent 
much time in prayer both for Himself 
and for His disciples. At times in the 
gospel record we discover Him spending 
whole nights in prayer. Why did He pray? 
Because He felt the need of prayer even 
as you and I. He had recourse to those 
sources of spiritual help and enablement 
to which you and I today have recourse. 
He used no power to which His disciples 
did not have recourse. He prayed because 
He must pray. He had to have the help 
of God. 

This consecrated Teacher sent from 
God had an understanding heart. Com- 
passion characterized His life. One writer 
has pointed out the fact that many stories 


which Jesus used in His teaching revealed 
His heart of compassion and love; such 
stories, for instance, as the story of the 
Prodigal Son or the story of the Good 
Samaritan. No man or woman was too 
low for Jesus; He loved even the unlovely. 
He saw men and women at their worst, 
but He saw what they could become 
through divine grace; He loved men not 
because of what they were, but because 
of what they might become. 


One source of power in the teaching 
ministry of our Lord is found in the fact 
that He was thoroughly acquainted with 
the Word of God. As a Jewish lad He had 
received the usual thorough education in 
the Old Testament Scriptures. Remember 
that the home of Joseph and Mary was 
a godly one. This implies many things not 
least of which is the truth that Jesus was 
brought up in the nurture and inspiration 
of the Scriptures. Over and over again in 
His ministry Jesus quoted the Word of 
God. For every attempt of his enemies 
to ensnare Him, He had an answer from 
the Scriptures. ; 


Jesus used language which His hearers 
could understand. When He spoke of the 
lilies of the field, or of the sparrows, 
or of fields white already to harvest, His 
hearers knew exactly what He was talk- 
ing about. When He used such terms as 
water, and bread, He was conveying spiri- 
tual truths by means of these elements 
with which His hearers were thoroughly 
familiar. A teacher who uses language not 
understood or comprehended by his hear- 
ers is wasting his own time and the time 
of those who listen to him. Furthermore, 
there is such a thing as a mental age 
level and especially in dealing with the 
young the teacher must guard against 
using expressions which are beyond the 
understanding and comprehension of the 
pupils. Imagine, for instance, the folly of 
using such expressions as “Predestination” 
and “Foreordination” with a group of 
very young children. 

Teaching is not an end in itself. It is 
a means to an end. The question the teach- 
et should ask himself is not primarily, 
“How well did I do?” but rather, “How

OUR GRASS VALLEY CHURCH 


As the need was felt for a Pentecostal 
work in Grass Valley, the saints began to 
meet in homes for prayer meetings and to 
worship God. As the work grew they met 
in tents, in a hall, and other buildings. 
When Brother Geo. Thrane came as pas- 
tor, and saw the need of a church building, 
he felt that the Lord was leading them in a 
building program. Soon they had a lot 
purchased and a building fund started. 
With the help of the Lord and the coop- 
eration of the people a suitable church 
building was constructed with adjoining

rooms to be used as a parsonage. Later, 
due to the growth of the Sunday School, 
these rooms had to be vacated as living 
quarters to be used for Sunday School 
classes and children’s work. 

In 1938, under Brother Thrane’s min- 
istry, and with the assistance of Brother 
R. J. Thurmond, the assembly was organ- 
ized and became affiliated with the Gen- 
eral Council of the Assemblies of God. 

Some time after this, Brother Thrane, 
feeling his work in Grass Valley finished, 
resigned. He was followed by several faith- 
ful ministers, among whom were Brother 
Leslie Crosson, Brother Frank Toller, and 
Brother M. B. Moore. 

In August, 1941, the assembly called the 
present pastor, G. A. Fletcher, and Mrs. 
Fletcher. Since their coming the indebted- 
ness on the building has been paid. The 


mortgage was burned on February 22, 
1942, with Superintendent R. J. Thur-

4. To assume the office of District Sup- 
erintendent in case of vacancy. 

5. That he serve in this office without a 
salary, with the exception that his expenses 
be paid when traveling in the interest of 
the District Council.

This is the age in which individuals are 
prone to pride themselves upon their deep 
understanding of values. We are sure that 
we know the value of things. We secretly 
compliment ourselves on making a wonder- 
ful deal. (And so does the dealer from 
whom we made our purchase.) We 
scheme; we bargain; we plan our course— 
and often pass by values of greater worth 
in our hot pursuit of things. This was the 
indictment against Martha; the rich young 
ruler; and the shrewd fool, who so abun- 
dantly provided for his body and placed 
so little value on his eternal soul. Even be- 
fore Jesus put this thought into words, 
Life, itself, had proclaimed the necessity to 
“seek first the Kingdom of God.” The 
testimony of man’s experience from his- 
tory’s beginning is an account of the sor- 
row that follows the placing of material 
choice above that of spiritual gain. 


In these days when things material are 
so highly regarded and considered so para- 
mount, how timely it is to note the Spirit’s 
attempt to fix our attention on the world’s 
wonder: “Behold what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us... .” Be- 
hold indeed! We may be confident that 
in almost no respect have we been able to 
fully comprehend the love of God. To 
properly evaluate this love we must truly 
behold; we must look and accept. Hear 
the Word: “God is Love”; “He first loved 
us”; “God so loved ... that He gave His 
Son”; “Unto Him that loved us and 
washed us ... be glory.” Drummond 
has labeled this love “the greatest thing 
in the world.” “Now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three . . . but the greatest 
of these is charity.” 

Let us consider “What manner of love” 
God bestows. What is its texture, its 
heft, its style, its quality? The heart of 
the answer is in the statement that “God 


is love.’ He has bestowed HIMSELF! 
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So differently from us— it is this love that 
makes Him God. It is His warp and woof, 
His very fibre. As we yield to Him, we 
are wrapped about, we are clothed with 
God. Ponder this abundant provision: 
Christ, the Son of God, a gift of love, 
was sent by God the Father, who is love, 
to us, the unlovely, because He so loved. 
God seemed to take Himself and form 
us into His likeness when the expression, 
“the new birth” became an experience, 
and included us. 

Can we comprehend what manner of 
love we have in Christ? It would help us 
to see it more clearly if we considered “the 
poured-out Christ” of Philippians chapter 
two. Christ, Love Incarnate, poured out 
His life, His substance for us. Oh, the 
beauty of the Great I Am pouring out 
His very self upon the sacrificial tree for 
us! 


It must be that someway John the Bap- 
tist perceived “what manner of love” was 
about to be bestowed upon the world 
through Christ. He said, with prophetic 
utterance, “Behold the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sins of the world.” Be- 
hold! Behold One who takes His sub- 
stance, and in love makes us to be the 
righteousness of God in Him. Behold 
One who, from this baptism in Jordan, 
is to identify Himself with sinners. Cai- 
phas, by his office of High Priest, could 
walk in the sacred places of the temple— 
but he walked away from those termed 
“sinners and publicans.” Love, in Christ, 
not only walked toward the sinner and 
with him, He walked into the sinner in a 
very real sense. Love that had become 
flesh in Christ laid seige to flesh in man, 
overwhelmed flesh, and did what the law 
could not not do in that it was weak 
through the flesh: condemned sin and ful- 
filled the righteousness of the law in us. 
If John knew all this, no wonder that 


he commanded the multitude to “Behold 
the Lamb of God.” He’s our only hope. 
And, “God commendeth His love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us.” Oh, the wonder 
of it! Christ loved sinners. That opened 
up the way for us. A sinner—any sinner— 
can be saved by faith. He need but be- 
hold—look and accept—this great love 
that is so abundantly bestowed in the 
atonement of the Lord Jesus. Look and 
live! If sinners are not saved it is only 
because they do not believe in Jesus, that 
is, in the work which love in Jesus ac- 
complished. We might call attention to 
the thief on the cross. He was not ac- 
ceptable because of his past, but he be- 
came acceptable to God because of his 
faith in Jesus. You see, he was saved in 
spite of sin, merely because God had 
commended His love toward the poor 
culprit, and the thief accepted it. God 
commends His love to us, but we must 
take the position where the love can apply 
to us. It took the thief until he got almost 
into death throes, but finally he found 
love—or perhaps we should say, love 
found him. Oh may we find this real 
value before we find our cross of death. 
Jesus said, “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends.” Although Jesus said that 
“no man hath greater love,” He proved 
that God “hath greater love,” for He gave 
his life, and more, He gave Himself, His 
substance, His righteousness, for sinners. 


It was love that sent a Saviour, 
To this world of sin and woe;

7. Opportunities for keeping (otherwise 
idle) hands and hearts out of mischief. 

... You would like a little assistance 
ot a few ideas? Sure! For every Sun- 
day School should have a DAILY VACA- 
TION BIBLE SCHOOL this summer. 

I have just been looking at the March 
issue of the Sunday School Counsellor 
(published at the Gospel Publishing 
House, Springfield, Mo. Sub. 60c per yr.) . 
I think my first suggestion would be for 
you to look at it, too. It tells you in detail 
what I would like to, but am unable to for 
lack of space. Several pages of this par- 
ticular issue are full of suggestions for 
your Daily Vacation Bible School. If you 
do not take the Counsellor and would like 
the March issue as a sample, I have a num- 
ber on hand and I will be glad to send one 
to you for the asking. 

My second suggestion as to what might 
be included in your D.V.B.S. program is 
as follows: 

1. Music and worship period. 

2. Scripture memory Work. 

3. Bible Lesson with visual aid. 

4. Hand-work or craft. 

5. Social activity. 

Let me suggest, too, that you stir up a 
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little interest before your school starts with 
some attractive advertising. Try the fol- 
lowing: Print in fair sized capital letters 
(in one line) on long strips of paper: 
“OUR DAILY VACATION BIBLE 
SCHOOL STARTS MONDAY”... ? 
Then fold the lettered strips as follows: 

Fold back the O and U of the word 
“our” and bring the R of the same word 
over next to the E of the word “Bible.” 
Then fold the strip so that the E comes 
next to the A in the word “starts.” Fold 
again bringing the A over to the D in 
“Monday.” Fold the A in “Monday” out 
of sight leaving the Y next to the D. When 
you are through folding, you should have 
the word “Ready” with a question mark 
after it. When the strip is opened up, the 
question mark should be folded out of 
sight.

Just a few more weeks and the blessed 
days at Camp St. Helena will be here 
again.

much good did I accomplish?” Rounded 
sentences, precise diction, faultless gram- 
mar, beauty and fluency of expression are 
not to be despised; indeed, they are great- 
ly to be desired. However, they are not 
the all-important matter by any means. 
The good accomplished, the end achieved 
in the lives of the pupils, these are the 
things that really matter. God in His 
sovereign grace has seen fit to use some 
very crude and unlettered vessels through 
which to pour His message unto the sal- 
vation and edification of tens of thou- 
sands of souls. Teaching finds its ful- 
fillment in the lives of those who are 
taught. 


What are the qualities of spiritual 
life to be found in a truly anointed teach- 
er of the Word of God? Here are a few. 

A truly consecrated teacher is one who 
has burned all the bridges between him- 
self and Egypt. He has given himself over 
completely to God. He is not found in 
the “world” on Saturday night and in the 
house of God on Sunday morning. He 
is not straddling the fence, holding unto 
the grapes of Eschol with one hand while 
clinging to the onions and garlic of Egypt 
with the other. He has cut the cords that 
would hold him to the world, the flesh, 
or the devil. 


This teacher has a very real sense of 
the blessing and presence of God in his 
own heart now. He is not living on past 
blessings nor is he making the mistake of 
substituting the memories of experiences 
of the past for the reality of God in his 
soul today. 


Furthermore, the anointed teacher de- 
pends upon the Holy Spirit in respect to 
two things particularly. First, he depends 
upon the Spirit to empower him for his 
work as a teacher. He looks to God to 
clothe his natural aptitude to teach with 
that power from on high without which 
all teaching and preaching effort falls flat. 
In the second place, he depends upon the 
Holy Spirit to effect results in the hearts 
of those whom he teaches. 


The anointed teacher has an intelligent 
understanding and conviction regarding 
the great fundamental truths of the Word 
of God, including the truths of the Pente- 
costal testimony. This leads us to say that 
no one should teach in a Pentecostal Sun- 
day School who is not sympathetic with
